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The Mortal Will vs. the One Will.

Ancient philosophy has paved the way, laid 
the foundation stone—however fragmentary 
it may have been—for the more perfect expres- 
sion of the truth we have to-day. Penetrating 
the crust of earth, the sensuous and seeming, 
it saw the underlying unity of all things. 

Plato said, “Discover the One in the many, 
and you have penetrated the secret of life. 

*armenides (600 B. C.), he says, established the 
existence of the ‘One’ and his disciple Zeno the 
non-existance of the ‘many.’ ” 

Ancient philosophy aspired to the knowledge 
of Essences and Causes in lieu of Myths, as a 
foundation-stone to true religion. It sought to 
know what things were in themselves apart 
from their appearances to the senses, and 
whence they came. In other words it aspired 
to a knowledge of that law which stands back 
of the visible universe; it sought the real and 
the eternal. 

Ancient philosophy proved that Pure Reason, 
and Divine Love, were One, “For what the mind 
knows the Spirit sees, and what the Spirit sees 
the mind knows. Thus Logie and Love reach 
the same conclusion.” 

Modern philosophy is based on the same 
hyhypothesis. Emerson says, “From within, or 
from behind, a light shines through us upon 
things,and makes us aware that we are nothing, 
but the light is all. A man is the facade of a 
temple wherein all wisdom and good abide. 
What we commonly call man, the eating, drink- 
ing, planting, counting man, does not, as we 
know him, represent himself, but misrepresents 
himself. Him we do not respect but the soul 
whose organ he is. * * The heart which 
abondons itself to the Supreme Mind finds itself 
related to all its works, and will travel a royal 
road to particular knowledges and powers. 

* *Genius is a larger imbibing of the com- 
mon heart. * * The simplest person, who, 
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in his integrity worships God, becomes God. 
Ineffable is the union of man and God in every 
act of the soul. * * He that finds God a 
sweet, enveloping thought to him, never counts 
his company. When I sit in that presence, 
who shall dare to come in? When I burn with 
pure love, what can Calvin or Swedenborg say? 

” More and more the surges of everlast- 
ing nature enter into me, and I become public 
and human in my regards and actions. Socome 
I to live in thoughts, and act with energies 
which are immortal.” 

“ Vox populi vox Dei” has echoed down the 
ages. But it has not carried with it its true 
meaning. The voice of the people is the voice 
of God when man recognizes the divinity of man, 
and thus his true relationship to God. “If ye 
had known me ye would have known my Father 
also,” said Jesus. In other words, if you could 
see your relationship to me, you could see your 
relationship to God, for God and man are One. 

Unity is manifest power. It is the power that 
holds in equilibrium private, social and public 
life, Church and State. It is the power behind 
thethrone that sustains monarchy and all forms 
of government. There is no opposition in unity 
no opposing forces, no apartness; unity is in- 
clusive. It is the pure, white ray including all 
the colors. It is the diatonic scale in music in- 
cluding variety of sound. It is the formative 
principle of material universe through which 
and by which all form is possible. And it is 
the mental concept of that Principle of Life we 
call Love. 

Thus the Essential Life in its causative and 
sustaining form reveals itself in Love. And 
unity, which is the principle of number, is its 
visible expression. 

All the so-called Great in the world who have 
attempted great works out of conscious union 
with this underlying Principle of Life, have 
failed in their apparently great endeavor. Na- 
poleon (a true type of the mortal will) said, 
“Alexander, Caesar, Charlemagne and myself 
founded great Empires, but upon what did these 
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creations of our genius depend? Upon force. 
Jesus alone founded his Empire upon love.” 
Here is the prodigal, who, on coming to him- 
self, sees his Father’s house, the true kingdom, 
afar off, with bread and to spare; while he is 
feeding on husks. In the kingdom of Love he 
could see that the supply was always equal to 
the demand. That love never faileth. That 
wisdom was its standing army, for one wise man 
could put ten thousand to flight. Love does 
not take life, but giveth life. And its conquests 
are not in subjugating or gathering to itself, 
but in setting free, opening up larger resources 
for all, proving the possibilities of each and all, 
removing shadows, until the roseate hue of true 
life may be seen. For true law does not set 
boundaries, limit or circumscribe in the least. 
True law sets free. There is no compulsion, no 
force, no compelling under the law of Love. 
Do you compel yourself to do the right thing?

The saying that “he who lives most in obedi- 
ence to law in most free,” is a truism, for when 
we recognize our oneness with that law which 
underlies all space and place, we perceive that 
there is no bondage for the sons of men.

To see that my will and God’s will are 
One, is the opening up of power in me. When 
I recognize One Substance in the universe out 
of which all things are made, I am free-born. 

“Does a fountain send forth both sweet and 
bitter waters?” “Do men gather grapes of 
thorns or figs of thistles?” These words prove 
the fallacy of a depraved nature in man. The 
world has failed in its starting point. Itswrong 
conclusions of God and man, a recognition of 
their true relation. Surely it has been proven 
that “the wisdom of the world is foolishness 
with God.”

Hypnotism is the manifestation of power 
on the lowest mental plane. The purpose of 
the true Scientist is to bring forth the Good in 
his patient, to develop latent power, to make 
him know his own greatness. The purpose of 
the hypnotist is to make void all power in his 
subject, and thus lessen the possibility of the 
Good being made manifest in him, that the 
greatness of the mortal will might be proven 
in himself. 

The motive has its correspondence on the 
physical plane in the big boy whipping the little 
boy. On the mental plane the strong will pros- 
trates the weak will. 

“But,” says the hypnotist, “do I not put my 
patient to sleep as the scientist does, to make 
him forget his miseries?” No, not at all, we 
answer. The scientist shows his patient how to 
find rest, peace of mind. Sleep follows as a 
natural order or sequence. Sleep is but a sym- 
bol or sign of rest.. If rest, peace of mind, does 
not follow, sleep is worthless. 

Hypnotism is far more insidious in its opera- 
tions than the narcotic of medical science for 
this reason. The hypnotist confesses that “at 
each successive experiment the subject is easier 
to magnetize and the difficulty grows less at 
each successive effort. And in the long run 
there is a complete subjugation of the will of 
the subject.” The subjugation of the will of 
ian was evidently not in the Divine plan. Free- 
dom is the law of true Being. Rousseau said, 
*Man was created for freedom, but he is every- 
where a slave.” 

The mortal is in a maze of delusion and needs 
to be set free. The Adam-man needs not to go 
into a deeper sleep, but to be quickened into 
life. “My words are Spirit and they are life.” 
Come unto me all ve that labor and are heavy- 
laden (ve who worry and are troubled) and I 
will give you rest. Take my voke upon you, 
learn of me: my yoke is easy and my burden is 
light.” In other words, put away the burdens 
others have placed upon you, doasT do. Look 
within; the kingdom of heaven is within you. 
Know thyself, be thyself. This was the great 
requirement. This was the substance of Jesus’ 
teachings; to induce people to stop carrying 
burdens, however imposed. Stop making it so 
hard to find life and health and peace. All 
work is done for vou when your will becomes 
one with the Divine will. “The Father who 
dwelleth in me he doeth the works.”

“Your Own,” and How to Attain It.

Fidelity is the key to success. In the busi- 
ness as well as the social world we are ““mem- 
bers one of another.” Whether we are servants 
of others, or whether others are our servants, 
a mutual and reciprocal dependence exists 
among all, and the greater the advancement of 
civilization, the greater this interdependence 
becomes. 

It behooves every man who serves another to 
be a faithful servant in all matters pertaining 
to that service, if he would be honored with his 
employer’s favor and with advancement. To 
all such, fidelity is the open door to success. 
But to the unfaithful or “unjust steward” suc- 
cess is impossible; he is very soon “put out of 
the stewardship.” 

“Tf ye have not been faithful in that which is 
another man’s, who shall give you that which 
is your own.”—Luke xvi. 12. 

The relation of fidelity to success is a princi- 
ple of universal application, no less to the em- 
ployer than to the employed; each serves the 
other; the one serves the public, many masters; 
the other serves one master. The public de- 
mand of their servants as strict fidelity to prin- 
ciples of integrety and honesty as the employer 
requires of his servant. Lack of fidelity on the 
part of either may “put him out of the steward- 
ship”; by the withdrawal of patronage in the 
one case, and the cessation of employment in 
the other. Each must be faithful in “that which 
is least,” if he would be honored with opportu- 
nity for fidelity in much.” 

“Who shall give you that which is your own,” 
is a question fraught with meaning. greater and 


broader than may at first thought appear. The 
proposition indicated by the language is: that 
there is a certain estate,an inalienable “your 
own” provided for every man by Omniscient 
Love, although the individual may never attain 
it, and may pass his “three score and ten” with- 
out finding it. 

In the economy of Omnipresent Good there 
is a sufficiency, a competency rightfully belong- 
ing to every man, and obtainable by the under- 
standing and fulfillment of certain definable 
conditions; conditions not arbitrarily imposed, 
but which exist in the very constitution of 
things, and as accurate and unvarying in their 
operation as the law of cause and effect. 

As the children of Israel entered not into 
their inheritance because of unbelief, notwith- 
standing “houses that they builded not” stood 
waiting for their active faith; theirs already by 
Divine right, as appears by God’s promise many 
times repeated; exactly so have we, by reason 
of our unbelief been wandering in the wilder- 
ness of unrealized good these long years, quite 
oblivious of the fact that “our own” possessions, 
in fee simple, already exist for us, just across 
the Jordan of demonstration, only awaiting the 
proper mental attitude for us to come into the 
full possession of them, as our very own de facto, 
and de jure. 

“The world owes me a living,” says the dis- 
solute and undeserving. In the sense in which 
they use the term, the commercial sense, the 
world owes no man anything unless he earns it; 
yet there is a principle involved in this state- 
ment, giving it the semblance of truth; it is but 
a Canaanitish thought. In the Promised Land 
of Realized Good there is no owing; every man 
has his own Divine allotment; a complete suf- 
ficiency of all things. 

Although “the Hivites, the Hittites, the Peri- 
zites and Jebusites” (carnal mind) have, from 
time immemorial, been in undisputed possession 
of “my own” Royal possessions, in unequal and 
unjust divisions; yet, with the completion of 
my demonstration, shall the whole be divided 
equally and justly among the tribes by lot, and 
I shall receive, not by my own cunning or wis- 
dom, but by the Infinite and unfailing Omnipo- 
tence, “my own” allotment of every needed 
Good. 

Our Father has provided bountifully for all 
his children; and it is not His will that any 
should perish or suffer want. The necessity for 
Rich and Poor, mansions for some and hovels 
for others, is a mortal mind delusion; it is the 
Canaanitish thought; it is Avarice, one of the 
terrible Anakim giants, that has imposed such 
unjust conditions. He whom Christ has deliv- 
ered from Egyptian bondage need not be a vic- 
tim of grasping avarice, because he has slain 
all his own Canaanite thoughts. “Whom Christ 
has made free, is free indeed.” Not until we 
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have utterly destroyed all these Canaanites, 
shall we enter fully into the realization of All 
Good, “houses that ye builded not, vineyards 
that ve planted not, and wells digged that ye 
digged not.” When, like Caleb, we have “wholly 
followed the Lord,” with a single eye, seeing 
only the Good, Good only shall be manifest, 
aubundance of Good shall be in conscious pos- 
session. 

To “wholly follow the Lord,” is to be holy 
consciously, wanting nothing. Holiness and 
poverty are incompatible and cannot co- 
exist in the Divine consciousness, any more than 
incompatible chemicals can combine. The very 
appearance of any inharmonious manifesta- 
tion, whether of body or circumstance, is indica- 
tion of the presence of erroneous thought, Ca- 
naanite, which has not been destroyed. The 
fountain of creative thought must be cleansed 
before the river of manifestation can be pure. 
The true Israelite who has ’wholly followed 
the Lord,” lives a life of unwavering trust. 
Wonderfully simple is this life of trust. “Be- 
hold the lillies how they grow,” without worry 
and fret, wholly trusting. Worry and fret are 
but other names for doubt and untrust, it is a 
Canaanite. There is a supreme stillness to the 


trusting soul, resting in God, knowing that the 
thing asked is already given, only “waiting for 


the manisfestation of the Sons of God.” “My 
expectation is from Him.” There is a wide dif- 
ference between Faith and Exnectation.. <Ac- 
cording to St. Pau!’s definition, Faith is the Sub- 
stance of things hoped for.” By faith the very 
“things hoped for.” we already have the “Sub- 
stance of.” The Substance is always Spiritual. 
This Spiritual Substance of True Riches we 
havein conscious possession by faith; andthen, 
the relation of Substance to correspondent or 
symbol being as that of cause to effect; having 
the Substance of Good consciously, our expecta- 
tion of the manifestation of the necessary sym- 
bol is from God, in whom is Substance, and from 
whom, in the nature of the case, comes the 
correspondent. Therefore, “my expectation 
is from Him.” With good reason I may “trust 
in the Lord, and have the expectation that “He 
will bring it to pass.” The correspondent exists 
from the Substance, as effect exists from the 
cause. 

Do “mansions” belong only to worshippers 
at the shrine of Mammon? Are the pure in 
heart doomed to perpetual poverty because 
they refuse to bow down to this golden image? 
Are we to seek wealth according to the Canaan- 
itish method, making friends with these Ana- 
kim? Then we cannot enter the promised land. 
We are Israelites and are the Lord’s people 
and must “utterly destroy these giants,”or else 
We must 


conquer self, overflowing this carnal man, be- 


they will “be as thorns in our sides.” 


fore comes the manifestation of the Sons of 
God.” “In my Father’s house are many man- 
sions.” What means this reassuring language 
of the Master, if it be not a statement of the 
possibilities of Faith? Abundance, even to the 
extent of possible “mansions” await your im- 
plicit, unwavering Trust. But don’t lose sight 
of the fact that it is “in my Father’s house” 
where the‘many mansions” are. They are only 
to be obtained by faithfully “abiding in the 
“Father’s house.” This is the key to the situa- 
tion—“abiding in Him.” “If ye abide in me 
and my words abide in you, ask what ye will 
and it shall be done unto you; whatever you 
unselfishly desire, though it be “mansions.” 

If this promise is worth anything at all, it 
is worth its full face value, and faith requires 
that we take it for all it is worth. God's prom- 
ises are usually treated as having a “below par” 
value, onlya piece of beautiful sentiment. Face 
value! did we say? Ave,more. There is 1000 
per cent premium on such promises. This 
higher premium value is the spiritual meaning, 
not revealed in the letter, or face value. 
This hidden meaning or higher value in the 
Word is the Substance of Truth,the True Riches, 
which must be in conscious possession before 
we can claim its material correspondent. We 
must be “rich toward God” before we can claim 
the lesser syinbol; the substance must come 
before the shadow. 

Since all Reality is Spiritua!. the Real man 
and the Real Universe are spiritual, and the 
True Riches are Spiritual Riches. All visible 
forms are but correspondences.. 

Reasoning from the standpoint of the Spirit- 
ual, we must carry this principle of Fidelity 
into all our thinking and acting.. Wherever 
we find a rule in Nature or ethics, it is of uni- 
versal application, since God cannot change. 
We must be faithful in the “least” of our think- 
ing, if we would demostrate “in much.” In all 
mattérs we must be consistent with Principle. 
Our lack of fidelity in the so-called smaller ex- 
periences is the reason we have failed to demon- 
strate in the greater. There is no difference in 
the importance of the “least” and the “much.” 
We must be faithful in every thought, word and 
deed, if we would see the mountains of dif- 
ficulty vanish at our word; straight is the gate 
and narrow is the way that leadeth to Life.” 
“Nothing shall be impossible unto you,” where 
such fidelity to Principle exists. The moun- 
tains of error manifestation, whether of disease 
or poverty, are mountains only to the mortal 
sense; they are unreal to the spiritual sense; 
and, consequently, when they disappear from 
consciousness they must disappear from 
the importance of the “least” and the “much.”

This is the mortal mind meth- 
od and has no relation to Principle... Our 
science demands fidelity to Principle. 

The relation of sonship to a Royal Father 
means a Royal Inheritance for the Son. As, 
by recognizing only the perfect, glorious, Spir- 
itual body, we demonstrate over all manner of 
abnormal “appearances,” and so bring into 
manifestation perfection of body; just so, by 
recognizing only a perfect Royal Spiritual Es- 
tate, a sufficiency of every Good in possession, 
shall we, by the same law, bring into manifes- 
iation perfection in circumstances—every need 
Good supplied. 

Have you failed to realize “that which is your 
own”? Then go to work along spiritual lines 
and make your demonstration with the same 
fidelity to Principle as in all other demonstra- 
tions. “The law of the Lord is perfect, convert- 
ing the soul”; completely changing conditions. 
Greatest results (mansions) await your fulfill- 
ing the necessary conditions of demonstration. 
“Your Own” lies waiting for you on the other 
side of Demonstration. Demonstration parts 
the waters of mortal belief (Jordan), allowing 
the faithful demonstrator to walk over dry shod 
and to enter into possession of that which is, 
and always was, his own. 

Let your fidelity (Caleb) thoughts control 
you, and you shall cross this Jordan, without a 
forty years of wandering in the wilderness of 
unrealized Good. “Caleb” signifies unwavering 
fidelity to principle, because he “wholly fol- 
lowed the Lord.” Had Israel followed their 
“Caleb,” thev might have entered their “own” 
Inheritance forty years sooner. Let us profit 
by the experience of Isreal, and learn this les- 
son: Always follow your “Caleb” thought and 
you will safely cross every Jordan of difficulty.

The highest form of government is Theoc- 
racy (God-rule), This was the form of govern- 
ment the children of Israel aimed to carry out 
up to the time of Saul. The priest and the 
prophet were the mediators between God and 
the people, and all men were equal. This is 
typical of the governing power which should 
rule in the individual consciousness. If you 
want to be truly free; free from the thousand 
and one restraints of external rule, let God be 
your sole governor. Not God as revealed 
through some scripture or personal prophet, 
but through the prophet within your own con- 
sciousness, which is your highest ideal of spir- 
itual truth and purity. When all men and wo- 
men have reached the place where they ac- 
knowledge no law or authority except that re- 
vealed to them direct by the Spirit of Trutli 
within, then we shall need no government, no 
laws, no external rulesofaction whatever. Then 
men will cease to be selfish and ambitious to 
achieve anything that has personal gain as its 
ultimate. This is the condition which the So- 
cialist has in ideal, but he seeks to attain it 
through external means; and in this he is 
coomed to failure. 

But God is not a Governor that makes a _ writ 
ten proclamation, giving all the details in ad. 
vance, for every step vou take. Here is where 
many fail to find the “still small voice” of the 
Spirit. They expect a command from God in 
formed words that states definitely just what 


they are to do. God is Truth, Love, Justice, 
Right, in the absolute, and his voice will be 
loud in your heart if you will submit witb hon- 
est intent every question that comes into your 
life. People do not love to follow this inner 
prompting because they are not strictly honest 
with God. They have selfish aims and ambi- 
tions that come up first for consideration, and 
it is about these that they want a definite an- 
swer. But God is not on that plane of conscious- 
hess, and unless man where God is he 
never finds him. 

The children of Israel wanted a king set over 
them. In this they svmbolize those who have 
set out to be governed by God alone, but who 
weary of the exceedingly righteous and careful 
thinking and acting which it entails. Notwith- 
standing, God has brought them out of the 
bondage of sense (Egypt) into understanding, 
they turn from the inner light and seek some ex- 
ternal authority as guide. 

Saul means “asked for,” and stands in your 
cousciousness for that which has come to you 
in response to your prayer for literal authority ; 
hence the intellect. You are free to set aside the 
highest guidance and follow the lower; and the 
Divine Mind recognizes vour choice. But any 
thing less than the Highest is unsafe as guide. 
Saul was rejected by God because he took into 
his own hands certain religious observances, as 
explained in Sam. 15, 10-23, Yet the Israelites 
were under the rule of Saul for many vears after 
this, but they were years of warfare and 
disaster. 

It is no easy matter to detach oneself from a 
ruling idea. Saul was large physically—*‘high- 
er than any of the people from his shoulders 
and upwards,” which indicates that this intel- 
lect ruling in your consciousness is very prom- 
inent; and you are proud of it. 

It will be well for you to read the whole lifeof 
Saul, as recorded in I Samuel, if you are attach- 
ing vourself to any external authority. Saul 
well symbolized that mental attitude that is noi 
wholly under the guidance of God. The Lord 
did not respond to him and he resorted to the 
witch of Endor. His end was suicide; typify- 
ing the disaster which finally overtakes those 
who wander away from the one true Guide 
Within, and waste their time in the mazes and 
contradictions of the without.

lu reading Scripture it is well to remember 
that it is not written by the hand of the Lord, 
but that it is the setting forth,in terms familiar 
to those who are to receive it, the prophet’s in 
terpretation of the Divine afflatus which has 
to him in Spirit. Hence, we should be 
careful how we take the literal sense of the nar- 
rative without analyzing the deeper shades of 
meaning. Paul says, “The natural m: um rece a 
eth not the things of the Spirit of God. ” 
Neither can he know them, because ana are 
spiritually discerned.” Yet every line of the 
Bible is written in language that is common to 
the natural man, that is it is brought within his 
sphere of understanding, If he cannot under 
stand spiritual things all written scripturemust 
be the futileattempts of the prophets to describe 
in human terms the deep and indescribable 
things of the Spirit; hence the written word is 
a mere hint of the inner truths which the proph- 
ets received, and no one can understand what is 
written unless he rises into the same plane of 
spiritual pe reeption with him who wrote. Thus 
it requires just as much inspiration to read 
scripture as it did to write it. Therefore, when 
we read about God being “angry,” “repenting” 
und doing other human acts, we may know that 
it is merely the writer’s manner of describing 
certain workings of the Divine Law. 

“It repenteth me that I have set up Saul to be 
king,” refers to that reaction which Samuel saw 
was being brought about in the Divine Law 
through Saul’s failure to comply with it. Then 
Samuel “cried unto the Lord all night”; he tried 
to negate the adverse thoughts of Saul, just as 
you in hours of retrospection and spiritual an- 
alysis seek to undo the impetuous and unwise 
acts of vour intellect. 

“T have performed the commandments 
of the Lord.” The intellect is prone to 


coie 


error unless it submits every act to the 
inner prophet of the Lord, the intuition. The 
command is “Goand utterly destroy the sinners 
the Amatekites. and fight against them until 
they be consumed.” The Aimaiekites are the 
decendants of Esau (Gen. xxxvi.) Esau repre-
